That industry has a finer side and 
knows a call higher than the making of 
large profits is attested magnificently in 
Mr. Tolo A. Williams’ extremely interest- 
ing book, ‘The Firm of Cadbury, 1831- 
1951.” The name of this fine firm is now 
known far and wide, not onlv 
as makers of chocolates and cocoa, 
but as leaders in a movement for 
the amelioration of the conditions 
of the work-people which has been 
accepted generally in all branches of in- 
dustry in two Continents. That the name 


of a village, which was designed primarily 
as the site of a great industrial under- 


taking, has come since to be attached to an 


equally great social experiment is a fitting 
tribute to the name of Cadbury. s 
Beginning in a small shop in 1831, the 
firm of Cadbury now controls one of the 
largest businesses in England, and has 
commercial and industrial ramifications 
connecting it with all the Continents. 
From the English Midlands its products 
go to the corners of the earth; from Africa 
it may draw its raw materials in cocoa, but 
its Asiatic, Australian and American con- 
nections are so close that the name of 
Cadbury of Bournville may be said to be a 
household word, in the most accurate 
sense, in all parts of the globe. 
The making of chocolates and cocoa 
need not have been connected with a 
fine business conscience, but it was for- 
tunate for all connected with the business 
that the family of Cadbury possessed such 
a conscience, and that the conscience has 
lasted throughout the century of the firm's 
existence. The firm can celebrate its 
centenary this year with the issue of a 
record of its achievements that few firms 
can equal and none can excel. The Cad- 
burys, where they deemed the need to 
exist, have not hesitated to expose 
Governments whose practices failed to 
conform to the standard which the firm 
had accepted, and thus have raised the 
level of the African natives in the cocoa- 
cultivating areas. 
Yet it is Bournville itself which 
justifiably is the verv apple of the firm’s 
eye. Here in this delightful village its 
workers are housed in conditions that 
make work the nearest thing to entrancing 
play that has yet been devised, and in this 
flower-laden village the factory where the 
Cadbury chocolates are made has its 
place. There are benevolent and pension 
funds, communal refectories and recrea- 
tion rooms, dramatic and musical socie- 
ties, sports of all kinds in magnificently- 
equipped grounds, and gardens so nume- 
rous that the entire village of Bournville 
is just one large tree-strewn and densely- 
inhabited garden. 
In this book Mr. Williams has done his 
work so well that no one interested in the 
improverrent of the conditions of workers 
can afford to neglect it. What has been 
done at Bournville by the firm and family 
of Cadbury can be done elsewhere by 
other firms and families.

E hail this remarkable contribution 

from the pen of Mr. Charles Fort 
with mingled feelings of curiosity and 
wonder. lt is a notable work in that it 
treats of the unusual, the weird and the 
fantastic in a wholly unorthodox manner. 

The reader soon finds himself in a 
veritable sea of mystery with the author 
as his pilot. He is reminded of some of 
the apparently inexplicable happenings 
of the past—occurrences which in their 
day startled the public and denied solu- 
tion. Do we find, however, their explana- 
tion here? We are inclined to doubt; for 
many of them are in their nature in- 
capable of explanation. They are merely 
discussed by the author, who somehow 
contrives to arrive at no conclusion about 
them. 

Throughout the volume one cannot fai! 
to detect an underlying current of 
scepticism. Yet Mr. Fort is a very 
cunning sceptic. He does not say, “I do 
not believe.” He scarcely suggests as 
much. Indeed, .it is only from his 
slightly evasive treatment of the pheno- 
mena and the subtle imputations of his 
logic that we may draw such inference, 
as, for example, in the following passage: 

‘Sun and stars seem tv 
go around the earth, but they are like a 
field that seems to go past a train,

Ghosts of the Broads. B amp :

Mest people love a good ghost story, 
especially when it has an historical 
background. In “ Ghosts of the Broads ” 
Mr. Sampson gives us both historical and 
modern ghosts. The tale of the Russian 
singer, Vera, contrasts with the gruesonie 
legends of Saxons, Danes and No-mans 
Which he conjures up for the reader's 
benefit. Several of the stories, notably 
one entitled Burgh-St. Peter, which tells 
of a demon haunting the churchyard, ever 
on the watch for the soul sold to him, 
linger rather unpleasantly in the memory. 
On the other hand, the story of the Lord 
Abbot of St. Benet’s, who comes up the 
river in his barge every 24th of June and 
i8th September to bless the people lining 
the river banks, as was his wont in life 
many centurigs ago, is beautiful in its 
simplicity ; and in his tale of “ Willum,”’ 
the merry ghost of Stokesly, Mr. Sampson 
proves to us that the inhabitants of the 
spirit world by no means lose their sense 
of humour or love of a practical joke when 
they die.

makes a mistake. He speaks of the

R. CROWTHER has set himself a 
hard task in his book—namely, to 
explain to the layman what the universe 
means to him—and he does not confine 
himself to the astronomical universe, but 


‘ranges through physics, chemistry, bio- 


logy, psychology, and even sociology. His 
book has an evolutionary bias, in that he 
starts with the simplest facts and builds 
up the more complicated and orderly 
phenomena. 

In the covering of so much ground a 
certain amount of condensation and omis- 
sion is bound to occur, but we think that, 
on the whole, the author has succeeded in 
presenting a very interesting storv of our 
universe, which contains, within the space 
of one volume, much information that 
usually is scattered over many. The 
illustrations are numerous and excellent.

SIR. JAMES FRAZER. 
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Garnered Sheaves. By Sir James c. Frazer. 
London: Macmiilan. 21/- net. 


ESPITE a somewhat miscellaneous 
character, this volume will commend 
itself. sufficiently to the serious reader, in 
that it is backed by the authority and 
learned reputation of Sir James G. Frazer, 
whose contributions to anthropelogy and 
classical research are world-famous. The 
contents are varied, indeed, and ranze 
from burial customs and the language of 
animals to reviews, addresses and obituary 
notices 
As is natural, the essays form the back- 
bone and chief interest. They are written 
beautifully, and combine lucidity with 
profound erudition. To choose any of 
these delightful pieces of writing for 
especial commendation is difficult, but 
preference, perhaps, is permissible for the 
two entitled ‘Superstitions of the 
Ancients ” and “ Mental Ant’.copology.”’ 
The first is concerned chiefly with the 
tumbling down from their pedestals of 
our glorified ideas about the high state cf 
civilisation and culture in ancient Greece

and Rome. Under the critical eye and 
skilful probe of Sir James Frazer we are 
made to see the fallacy of our previous 
high opinions, and are shown that ine 
polished veneer of the few serves to rel 
but thinly the intellectual degradation of 
the many. 

Even the classic sages themselves are 
mishandled, and appear in sorry guise. 
Pythagoras, whose ‘‘ symbols ”' are quote] 
extensively, is sadly rumpled, and his 
philosophic, mystic robes appear but 
tawdry trappings. Of his ‘‘ symbols ”’ or 
teachings, Sir James writes: .‘‘ Such, then, 
are specimens, and only specimens, of the 
Savage superstitions which, under the 
name of the symbols of Pythagoras, passed 
muster in antiquity as the emanation of 
a profound philosophy and elevated 
morality. The fact that they did so pass 
muster with the wisest of the ancients, 
conclusively establishes the point I am 
concerned to prove —namely, that beneath 
the polished surface of classical civilisa- 
tion there lay a deep and solid stratum of 
savagery, not differing in kind from the. 
savagery of Australian black fellows, 
Zulus and Objebways.”’ ) 

The essay on Mental Anthropology is a 
résumé of the scope, aims and purpose of 
this branch of science, which uims to trace 
the evolution of the human mind from the 
earliest times. It is certainly one of Sir

“The Land of Troy and Tarsus” 
Mr. J. E. Wetherell tells the story of 
one of the most interesting and now least 
known corners of the world. His book on 
Asia Minor goes back to a time, old when 
Priam lived, and in his closing pages he 
deals with current affairs, although in a 
rather sketchy fashion. The volume’ opens 
with a view of the Hittites, the dominant 
race in the country from 1500 B.C. to 
1200 B.C., who fought against Rameses 
II. at the famous battle of Kadesh. Myth 
and legend enter a good deal into the 
earlier chapters, leavened, however, with 
a goodly number of facts. 

Long before St. Paul appears in the 
story, the roads of ‘‘ The Land of Troy 
and Tarsus’’ are sufficiently familiar to 
the reader to allow him to take more than 
a merely academic interest in the Apostle’s 
journeys. In the whole tale of events in 
this wonderful country none is more 
wonderful than the effect which these 
simple missions of the rabbi tent-maker of 
Tarsus was to have on the history of the 
human race; an effect far greater than 
all the mighty marches of pagan princes 
who had gone before. 

Across the stage of Asia Minor have 
passed many world-famous characters— 
Xerxes, Alexander, Pompey, Julius 
Cesar, and a long train of other makers 
of history. A bridge between Europe on

' the one hand, and Persia and Egypt on 


the other, it has been trodden by many 
invading hosts, and every age has scen 
its spectacular convulsion. The strangest 
of all reversals of fortune is told in the 
last chapter of the book.

N this charming book we are privileged 

to read the series of lectures delivered 
by Mr. Binyon to his Japanese listeners. 
In these talks he contrasts the art of the 
East with that of the West, in their 
pictures and, more briefly, in their poetry, 
while the printed lectures are illustrated 
by really beautiful. photographs of famous 
paintings that represent landscapes biz 
and small. 

Mr. Binyon’s jisteners in Japan must 
have been puzzled sorely by his faithful 
account of the destruction of so many 
lovely things in the name of religion in 
davs gone by. 

He has a good deal to say about such 
painters as Turner and Girtin, who, he 
believes, revolutionised all Jandscape 
painting. He speaks with enthusiasm of 
Blake, who, with the sole aim of pro- 
ducing a lovely book, wrote the poems. 
illustrated his text with designs of great 
beauty, printed the book, bend . it, 
published it and sold it. Mr. Binyon was 
impressed bv his discovery of so many 
slake enthusiasts in Japan. 

This lecturer awards the palm for the 
painting of flowers to Japanese artists: 
he admits also that only a Japanes2 artist 
can give the effect of a weight of water in 
the picture of a waterfall. One of the 
loveliest of many lovely illustrations in 
this volume is a photograph of Constable's

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Economy Axe at Work : Ulster Motor Races,

BELFAST, Thursday. 
HE Northern economy axe has fallen 
on the unemployment relief schemes. 
The subject came up this week at a meet- 
ing of the Belfast Corporation, when a 
letter was read from the Ministry of 
Labour, stating that the special terms 
given for the promotion of such schemes 
during the last few years could not be 
continued, and that in futurg only the 
normal grants of 50 per cent. of wages for 
revenue-producing schemes, and 60 per 
cent. of wages for non-revenue-producing 

schemes would be granted. 

This .means that relief works will be 
curtailed. The old liberal grants en- 
couraged the promotion of such undertak- 
ings to find jobs for the unemployed, and 
this aspect of the problem is distinctly 
unpleasant. The Corporation has done a 
great deal, through improvement schemes 
in the city, to reduce the roll of the work- 
less population, and the general com- 
munity will Ia with its members in the 
expression of regret that the Government 
has found it necessary to economise at the 
expense oí the unemployed. 


ULSTER'S MOTOR RACE. 


The rumour that the International 
Tourists’ Trophy Motor Race may be 
transferred to the Isle of Man next year 
has caused much anxiety in motor circles 
in Northern Ireland. For the past three 
summers this important fixture has been 
one of Ulster’s greatest holiday attrac- 
tions, and it is looked upon as a permanent 
event in our calendar of sport. To lose 
it would be something in the nature of a 
calamity. It brings thousands of visitors 
from other countries to Belfast, and places 
the Northern Province in the limelight of 
publicity. 

The Manx authorities have been pro- 
claiming the advantages of their island for 
such a race, and are prepared to expend 
large sums of money to provide a suitable 
course; but it is generally recognised 
that the Dundonald-Newtownards-Comber 
circuit in County Down could not be 
equalled in testing the capabilities of both 
drivers and cars for road-racing. There 
are also other considerations. During the 
trials the course has to be guarded, so 
that the hundreds of thousands of 
spectators may watch the cars in safety ; 
and for that purpose the Northern Govern- 
ment places a huge force of police freely 
at the disposal of the promoters. 


A BENEFICENT INSTITUTION, 


Belfast is specially favoured in its chain 
of hospitals, the greatest of which is the 
Royal Victoria, with its traditions of heal- 
ing stretching back for over a century. It 
has grown with the city, and has a noble 
record of service on behalf of suffering 
humanity. The cost of maintenance is 
over £60,000 per annum, and as the in- 
stitution receives no grants of any kind, 
its income is derived from endowments and 
voluntary subscriptions. It is to the 
credit of the working-classes that they con- 
tribute more than £20,000 yearly towards 
the hospital, and they are associated with 
the management through a committee of 
their own. 

The annual street collection is being 
made this week, and it is hoped that 
£5,000 ‘vill be raised. With increasing re- 
sponsibilities, and the upkeep of the most 
modern equipment, a generous response 
is required. The Royal Victoria Hospital 
is extensive, but it is not big enough, and

THE “RAMP ” IN RENTS. 


Before the Northern House of Commons 
adjourned on Tuesday for the summer 
recess, Sir Dawson Bates, Minister of 
Home Affairs, admitted that in some cases 
‘‘ excessive rents ’’ were being charged for 
de-controlled houses of over valuation ; 
but he has no remedy to suggest. It is 
common knowledge that there bes been a 
regular “ramp ' in the matter of rent 
increases in Belfast and elsewhere in the 
Six Counties, due to the de-control of 
dwellings—a proceeding that has called 
forth many bitter cr Fm 

In some cases the increases have been 
100 per cent. above the rent paid by the 
previous tenant when the house was con- 
trolled, so that houses of similar size and 
design, side by side, vary greatly in their 
rentals. It was suggested to Sir Dawson 
Bates that the increases on de-controlled 
dwellings up to £20 valuation should be 
limited to 20 per cent. over the old rent, 
but he stated once more that he was not 
satisfied that further restriction of rents 
was the proper remedy. Such a policy, he 
said, would be calculated to discourage 
building and to postpone indefinitely the 
time when the supply of houses would be 
equal to the demand, and when rents 
would be automatically reduced. 


ULSTER’S GREAT SHOW. 


The four-day show of the Royal Ulster 
Agricultural Society was opened yesterday 
in glorious weather, and the warm sun- 
shine and cloudless skies tempted 
thousands to visit the Balmoral grounds 
who otherwise would have remained at 
home. This is the first time when the 
Society has held a four days’ show, but to 
judge by the attendance at the opening 
day, it bids fair io be a greater success 
than ever. Yesterday no fewer than 
11,250 persons were admitted to the 
grounds, an increase of 82 per cent. over 
the figures for the corresponding day last 
year. 

The Society has extended the car park 
po as to accommodate 2,000 vehicles, while 
the area for the display of manufacturers’ 
exhibits has been enlarged by some 
24,000 square feet. Another attraction 
this year is the display by the Cavalry 
and Artillery staff of the Equitation 
School, Weedon, Northamptonshire. Their 
jumping and daring trick-horsemanship 
attracted enormous crowds.

The Committee s report for 1930 was read by 
the Rev. T. J. Graham, ©.C.  —It stated that 
the work of the hospital had been well main- 
tained during the year, and it was possible to 
point to further improvement in the financial 
position. The outstanding event of the year 
was the irception of the new outdoor annexe, 
called the “ Santry Shelter,’’ for the accom- 
modation of those whose complaints responded 
to open-air treatment. The Committee paid 
a tribute to the Jate Canun Fergus W. Greer, 
M.A., who was their Chairman, ond stated 
that it had been decided to perpetuate his 
memory by naming one of the heds in the 
Santry Shelter the '“ Canon Greer ” bed. 

As regards the future, the Committee felt 
that, particularly in view of the rapid expan- 
sion of the neighbourhood, the work of the hos- 
pital was bound to become heavier. Funds in 
increasing amounts would be necessary to 
maintain the building and appliances in keep- 
ing with modern requirements, The strengthen- 
ing of the financial position was a matter which 
the Committee felt confident would meet with 
a generous response, and they would parti- 
cularly appeal for an addition to the numbers 
of their supporters in the neighbourhood. The 
Drumcondra Hospital did not participate in 
the Sweepstakes’ scheme, but relied, as in the 
past, on the support by contributions and on 
the material help of those who realised that 
the relief of suffering was 4 responsibility 
and a privilege for each individual member of 
the community. 

The Medical Board's report was read by 
Dr. W. J. Delaney. It stated that 494 cases 
had been treated in the hospital wards, of 
which 477 had been admitted during the vear. 
559 operations were performed in the theatre, 
including many grave major and eniergency 
surgical operations. 

The extern dispensaries had been attended 
by over 3,000 persons during the year, There 
were 19 deaths recorded during the year, 
being a mortality of 3.8 per cent. 


EFFICIENCY AND ZEAL. 

In proposing the adoption of the reports, 
‘Mr. A. F. Blood, K.C., said that they con- 
tained matter of most satisfactory character, 
and redounded very much to the credit of 
the working bodies of the hospital. Abhout 

was required to “‘run’”’ the hospital, 
and on an average they, could depend on 
£1,200 from ‘paying patients. In addition. 
£123 was ‘received from the dispensary, and 
the remaining £700 was obtained through 
voluntary assistance by the Ladies’ Guild and 
the Men’s Committee. If every hospital én 
Dublin had been “run” with the: same 
activity and zeal, he thought that the great 
“sweep “” would not have heen required. 

The Rev. J. T. Cummins seconded the 
motion, and it was passed. 

The Lord Mayor, in a brief address. said 
that the reports showed a record of splendid 
achievement. The Santry Shelter was an 
ad@tion to the hospital that would he 
appreciated by all who came there. On behalf 
of the citizens of Dublin, he wished to pay a 
‘tribute to the staff and committee, and to all 
who had given so much of their time to the 
work, He noticed that the hospital was one 
of the institutions that did not benefit by 
the sweepstake. He would not go into that. 
because it was a matter on which he had 
his own opinion. However, it was an 
argument that could be used by those who 
were seeking voluntary subscriptions for the 
hospital. All the subscriptions were devoted 
to a splendid canse, and a maximum service 
would he given in return.

LETTER FROM THE BISHOP OF 
LIMERICK. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—I propose to follow the advice of 
W, E. H. fom about newspaper correspond. 
ence. He said that if a man wrote one letter, 
he would probably feel compelled to write 
another, but that he would not be wel! 
advised in writing a third. 

Let me thank Mr. Rutherford for his con- 
tribution to this discussion. We all appre- 
ciate the great services rendered by his com- 
munion to the cause of our common Lord. 
He and Canon Drury seem to imply that | 
do not welcome discussion about: reunion 
with our brothers of other denominations, 
but I clearly stated the contrary, and so far 
am Í from desiring rigid uniformity that | 
plead for wider Uherty in the conduct af 
public worship than we now possess. It 
is, of course, clear that, if what is called 
extempore ’’ prayer is permitted, our 
Charch Services can be enriched in many 
directions. 

What Mr. Rutherford urges in defence of 
the Presbyterian form of Church order will 
be read with all respect. His arguments are 
familiar to students of this matter, and are, 
quite rightly, taught to members of his 
Church with a clearness and force which 
enable Preshyterian lay people to hold their 
own in ecclesiastical discussions. When I 
attended a Service held in the Presbyterian 
Church in Limerick for the institution of a 
minister we had a learned and able discourse 
on the subject. Our Presbyterian friends 
take care that their people are fully in- 
structed in the teaching of their Church 
about the Christian ministry. What the 
Church of Ireland holds is expressed in the 
Preamble and Declaration to which I called 
attention. As I have been called on about 
seven times in the course of my ministry to 
declare my acceptance of that Declaration, 
and as it is my duty as a bishop constantly 
to require from my brothers a like acceptance, 
] cannot think myself free to advocate full 
intercommunion with those who may continue 
to reject our principles and practice in this 
matter. 

By all means let us have full discussion 
with any Christian folk who are ready to 
negotiate with us. It is possible that some 
solution of our problem may be discovered ; 
but it seems to me, and to many of our most 
open-minded theologians, that if we purchase 
union by the sacrifice of the “ histaric episco- 
pate,” we shall cause in Ireland and else- 
where disunion which will do more harm to 
the cause of Christ than is now caused by 
our present divisions. 

In bringing to an end my share in this 
mil I once more call attention to 
the facts that the Church of Ireland is a 
Mother Church in the Anglican Communion, 
with world-wide connections and obligations, 
and that we should betray a great trust if 
we weakened our witness to the continuity 
of our position from Patrick in 432 to the 
present occupant of Patrick's See.—Yours, 
etc., H. V. Liwericx.

Through this principle an opportunity is 
given for the consecration. of the instinct of 
nationality—i.¢., group personality within the 
fellowship of the Christian society. Owing to 
the dominance by the State of the mother 
Churches of Ireland and England during the 
years which immediately followed the 
Reformation, the development of this prin- 
ciple was hindered; but since the recovery 
of the sense of being a divine society and 
the rezaining of the powers of self-govern- 
ment in these Churches, the growth of the 
principle of national Churches in communion 
with each other, but in communion with the 
historic Church, has been very marked.

Miss Ffrench Mullen, Secretary, said that, 
with the prospect of a substantial cheque 
from the sweepstake, work had already been 
begun on a new wing, which, by the addi- 
tion of four wards, would help to eliminate 
the waiting list, and provide extra. accom- 
modation for nurses. 

“I am glad to say that infant mortality 
is falling in this country, but we must make 
it lower still,"” remarked Professor T. Gill- 
man Moorhead. President of the Royal Col- 
lege of Physicians, in seconding the adop- 
tion of the report. The death rate in the 
Free State was formerly ninety in every 
1,000, but this had now fallen to seventy 
and this figure compared very favourably 
with the returns from the British Isles. 

Dr. Horne said that ninety-five per cent. 
of the sick babies treated were born per- 
fect, and most of these were in a semi- 
moribund condition when admitted, seven of 
them dying immediately. When it was con- 
sidered that each year over a hundred of 
such babies were cured and given a gocd 
start in life, it was a simple matter to

A review of the financial position of Dun- 
dalk has been made by the Town Clerk (Mr. 
. C. O'Mahony), and the Urban Council 
has ordered that the report be considered at 
the next Council meeting. At the end of 
March last, Mr. O'Mahony states, the 
Council's indebtedness at foot of loans for 
si, purposes was more than £71,000, and of 
this sum more than £53,000 was in respect 
of housing loans, and of the balance almest 
£150 was for waterworks and water mains. 
Having reviewed the various activities of 
the Council, Mr. O'Mahony states that the 
Council’s policy of improving the financial 


position so as to make overdraft accommoda- 


tion on current accounts unnecessary has been 
pursued. The additional loans decided upon 
during the year, together with the outstand- 
ing balance, would bring the total indebted- 
ness to over £100,000, and even though most 
of these loans were productive, and based on 
good finance, it was considered that there 
row was necessity for conserving as much as 
possible capital expenditure, particularly that 
of an unproductive nature. 

There was a credit balance to the Council's 
housing schemes revenue account of £2,767. 
This sum was to form the nucleus of a new 
housing scheme, and might be most profit- 
ably expended in a scheme for the demolition 
of the most insanitary houses in the urban 
district, which are a menace to the public 
health. 

In the absence of unforeseen circumstances. 
the general economies which were being 
effected would make sufficient improvement to 
enable them to be applied to the relief of the 
tates. which were at present out of propor- 
tion to the value of the services.

‘The scheme as formulated,” states the 
Minister, “provides for the establishment 
of twenty-five rural continuation centres in 
the first year of operation of the Vocational 
Act, and, if approved, would lead to an ex- 
penditure under current account of £2,155 in 
excess of the current revenue. The Com- 
mittee's savings, which have been accumu- 
lated for development and capital purposes, 
would thus be exhausted in one year, and the 
Committee would be faced with the necessity 
for abandoning instruction in a number of 
the new centres through lack of funds for 
their continued maintenance. 

, TEACHERS. 

_ “ Furthermore, it is extremely doubtful if 
in the present transitional period the Com- 
mittee could obtain a sufficient number of 
suitably qualified teachers to staff the new 
centres. The development of continuation 
education in this, as in other areas, must of 
necessity be of a gradual process, extending 
year by year only in those directions and 
areas which prove themselves to be suitable. 
As a preliminary development, it is con- 
sidered that steps should be taken towards 
the establishment of permanent schools in 
Ennis and Kilrush, and for the establishment 
of six continuation courses in centres 
throughout the county which appear to offer 
the eo prospect of success. 

_ A further necessity in this scheme, in 
view of the develgpment which, it is ex- 
pected, will now occur in consequence of the 
passing of the Vocational Education Act, is 
the appointment of a whole-time chief 
executive officer, | so educational and 
technological qualifications and experience.

The appointment of an additional 
manual instructor and two domestic economy 
instructresses, as proposed, could be ap- 
proved, but it is considered that the con- 
tinued employment of a spinning instructress, 
does not produce results which are commen 
surate with the expenditure involved. When 
the appointment of the spinning instructress 
terminated on August 31 next it should not 
be renewed. 

It also was stated that the present organis- 
ing teacher of Irish should be re-appointed as 
an ordinary teacher of Irish, as there was 
no longer any necessity for the appointment 
of a whole-time organising teacher in connec- 
tion with the Committee’s scheme.

CONVERSATION which was alleged 
to have taken place between an

Sergeant McHale deposed to _ searching 
Hughes’s house on a warrant, arriving there 
at 10.40 p.m. When he went into the sitting- 
room Hughes and his mother were there, 
and when witness produced the warrant to 
search the premises Hughes said: ‘‘ There 
is no Repulican literature here.” There 
was no reference in the warrant to literature 
of the kind. Hughes became much excited 
and trembled. 

A search was carried out in the room 
occupied by Hughes, and among the articles 
he found were four bottles of blue ink, 
three bottles containing dyes of yellowish or 
orange colour, paint brushes, pads used for 
colouring, and various drawings. The search 
continued until after one a.m., when the 
Guards left the house. 

While witness and Guard Lally went a 
short distance from the house a detective 
waited outside the house. Witness returned 
to the house, and listened outside the 
window to a conversation between Hughes 
and his mother. Hughes said to his mother: 
‘They are done, they are done; they did 
not get the two ten-shilling notes in the 
book. They have no evidence against me.”’ 

Witness and the detective re-entered the 
house and found Hughes standing by the fire 
with a diary in his hand. 

At this stage the Justice adjourned the 
further hearing of the case for a week, and 
allowed the defendants out on bail.

VERDICT .AT THE 
RESUMED INQUEST.

T the resumed inquest at Ballymena to-

Isabella threw ).cr right arm 
round her sister, and both screamed and ran 
away. Witness ran in another direction, and 
heard seven more shots. The Aikens had not 
talked to Dornan that day.

Fall of Tree. 


Motorist’s Narrow Escape.

LONGFORD, Thursday. 

The story of a marvellous escape from a 
falling tree was related to me to-day by Mr. 
J. J. Doran, County Councillor, Roscommon, 
who represents a Dublin firm of wine and tea 
merchants. 

‘The driver of the car, George Allen, and 
myself had a miraculous escape,” said Mr. 
Doran. ‘‘We were proceeding from Bally- 
mahon to Ballinacargy, and at Castlemilder 
we noticed a croup of men in a field along 
the road. ‘They were engaged in felling a 
tree whose branches extended over the road. 
The tree, a huge one, was still in position, 
growing practically out of the fence, and the 
men were endeavouring to bring its weight to 
the field to prevent it falling across the 
road. Our car was travelling at an average 
speed as we approached the scene, and just 
as we were passing there was an awful crash. 

The Dodge saloon lurched and wobbled on 
the road; there was a tearing noise overhead.

myself were doomed. 

“ With commendable nerve, however, the 
driver held on to his wheel. We were out 
of the car as the engine stopped, the vehicle 
practicaily hidden by the branches of the 
tree which had fallen over it. As we 
scrambled out to the light we saw the timber- 
fellers, who rushed towards us, scarcely be- 
lieving their eyes that we were alive.”

ARRIVE IN CORK 
HARBOUR.

QUEENSTOWN, Thursday. 

An impressive spectacle was witnessed in 
Queenstown to-night when, aided by a strong 
south wind and under reduced canvas, two 
of the fleet of twelve windjammers, racing 
from Australia with wheat cargoes, arrived 
off Cork Harbour and sailed into the Port 
within the space of one hour. The first to 
arrive was ihe Finnish three-masted barque 
Favell. the smallest vessel of the racing fleet, 
she having taken one hundred and eleven 
days on the voyage from Wallaroo. 

Captain Lille, together with ]is wife, paid 
a visit to Captain Sunderland, of the Lawhill, 
when both vessels lay in the light winds off 
the Azores. 

The crew of the Favell captured a turtle 
in the North Atlantic, and this is still alive 
and has become a recognised ship's pet. 

The Favell,. with 2,196 tons of wheat, has 
received orders for Cork, to which port she 
will be towed to-morrow. 

The Lawhill entered the harbour shortly 
after the Favell, and anchored within a short 
distance of her rival, having completed the 
voyage from Adelaide in six days less time 
than the smaller ship. :

Mr. J. J. Shiel (Chairman) presided at a 
meeting Of the Dublin County Council last 
night. 

Resolutions were read from a joint meeting 
of the members of the County Council and 
the County Committee of Agriculture express- 
ing dissatisfaction with the report of the 
De-rating Commission, and asking that a 
committee of experts be set up to hear the 
evidence of Messrs. Belton, Kettle, and other 
representatives of Dublin County Council, 
whose evidence, it was stated, had not been 
heard bv the Commission. 

Mr. P. J. McCabe said that he did not 
think that the Council would serve a usetul 
purpose by discussing the matter, as the 
Commission had already submitted its report. 

The Chairman said that he did not think 
that the time had arrived when the expres- 
sion of the opinion of the General Council 
of County Councils would be treated as wast? 
paper, and the resolutions passed at that 
meeting would be considered by the General 
Council. 

Mr. Belton said that the petrol tax and 
the sugar tax would bring in over a million, 
and all the relief given to agriculture was 
£750,000. If the remaining £250,000 was 
given to the farmer it would reduce the rates 
in County Dublin by 101d, in the £. The 
farmers would be better off if they refused 
the proposed relief. ; 

Mr. C. G. Warner said that if the burden 
was lifted from the farmer it would have to 
be placed on the remainder of the com- 
munity. He held that the relief given under 
the Budget was practical relief, and he did 
not think that the sugar was as big an item 
as it was said to be. It was absurd to say 
that the farmer was not getting relief from 
the Budget proposals. He calculated that 
the income from the sugar. tax and petrol tax 
would give very substantial relief. 

The Chairman supported the adoption of 
the resolution, which was passed unani- 
mously.

General Parposes Committee, relative to the 
proposal for turning the Bull Island at Dolly- 
mount into a bird sanctuary. 

This suggestion was first put forward by 
the Irish Society for the Protection of Birds, 
and the Committee. after considering the 
proposal, have recommended that it should 
be put into practice. 

The establishment of such a sanctuary 
might, it was thought, have a damaging. 
effect on agriculture in the neighbourhood, 
but the Society made it clear that no such 
effects were to be feared. It was pointed 
out by them that the birds which work 
most mischief on crops are principally those 
of the finch family, and that these do 
not frequent the Bull. The birds that it is 
sought to preserve are those cf the marsh- 
haunting and sand-hunting kinds, which are 
engaged in the useful work of preying on 
slugs and snails. Beside these, there are 
the highly serviceable birds such as the 
kestrel, the owl, and the cuckoo, and these, 
unfortunately, are among the very birds that 
the ignorant sportsman is tempted to shoot. 
The bill which it is sought to introduce will 
prohibit the killing or taking of any wild 
birds on the Bull Island. ! 

The Corporation will also consider a letter 
Írom the Department oí Local Government, 
intimating that the question of the use of 
derelict sites as playgrounds has been noted. 
in connection with future housing legislation. 

There is also a letter from Mr. J. Forbes 
O'Ferrall, offering to present to the Corpora- 
tion an oil painting of Laurence Reynolds, 
J.P., for many years an alderman of Dublin.

While all the world was growing 
anxious about the fate of the daring 
aviators, the two men were quietly sleep- 
ing in their gondola in the mountains, 
after the balloon had made a safe land- 
jng at ten o'clock last night. At day- 
break they started to walk to the valley, 
end they were met by a rescue expedition, 
which had set out to meet them.

“The flight was marvellous through- 
out, and very important scientific data have 
been obtained,’’ Professor Piccard said in 
an interview, given at the little village 
of Gurgl, in the Tyrol. 

In another message, received in 
Brussels, the professor said :—‘ After a 
long and difficult journey we made a 
good landing. Both Kipfer and I «re 
well. We reached the height at which we 
were aiming.”’ 

Describing their experiences to their 
rescuers, Professor Piccard and Herr 
Kipfer said that they had still some food 
left in the gondola, where they spent the 
night, but they were very thirsty.

A PERILOUS DRIFT.

The 
professor, by pulling a cord inside his 
gondola, could descend, but if anything 
on wrong with it he would drift help- 
essiv, 

The professor, who is a meteorological 
fxpert at Brussels University, ascended at 
Augsburg, Bavaria, at 4 o’ciock yesterday 
morning. The balloon drifted across 
Germany and Austria. The two airmen 


took with them enough provisions and 
water to last them Ag vole of days, 
and also carried three parachutes, but 
intense cold, possible exhaustion of their 
oxygen supply snd other dangers made 
the enterprise a most perilous one. 

The previous height “record” of 
40,000 feet was held by the American, M. 
C. Grey, who had to jump from his 
balloon with a parachute during the 
descent.

Still more serious is the story that a 
— of students ;:thered outside the 
Cancelleria (the Papal Chancery), situated 
in the centre of Rome. and tried to force an 
entrance, crying. ‘‘ Down with the Pope! 
Death to the Papacy!’ — 

It is this report particularly that the 
Vatican wishes to verify. 

It is considered that, since an article of 
the Lateran Treaty declares the Pope's 
person to be sacred, such manifestations 
are a clear violation of the agreement with 
the Italian Government and call for stern

In any case, the Holy See does not in- 
tend to remain silent in the matter, once 
it 1s In possession of the precise facts. 

Troops have been patrolling the streets 
here during the night, and there have been 
pickets out on the bridges, in consequence 
of the disturbances. 

One paper this morning renews the 
accusations against the Catholic Action 
Party of instigating the trouble between 
them and the Fascists, and suggests that 
the Papal Secretary is giving up his post 
because he disagrees with the method. of 
the organisation of the Action Party. 


NO FURTHER ACTS OF 
VIOLENCE. 


From ‘THe Times”? Own

ROME, Thursday. 

Thanks, no doubt, to strict orders from 
above, and to the large number of troops 
and police who were on guard up to a 
late hour last night, and to a lesser extent 
again to-day, there have been no further 
acts of violence—at least in Rome— 
between opponents of the Azione Cattolica 
aud members of that body. The serious- 
ness of the situation has, I understand, 
been fully appreciated on both sides, and 
negotiations for a settlement have been 
begun between accredited representatives. 

lf one may judge, both from the 
Osserratore Romano of to-night, and from 
a leading article in this morning's Popo! 
di Roma, these negotiations will be con- 
ducted with some asperity. The article 
in the Popolo di Roma is unsigned, but 
the vigour of its language, and the line 
taken in it, certainly suggests that it may 
be regarded as an authoritative exposition 
of the Government’s standpoint. 

The conviction that the 
Cattolica has not confined itself to its 
legitimate activities, but is trying to 
revive the old Partito Popolare of Don 
Sturzo, is undoubtedly shared by many 
sincere Roman Catholics, who quite openly 
deplore this tendency. To maintain, how- 
ever, as is being done in certain quarters. 
that this conviction is shared also by high 
functionaries. of the Church is another 
matter. Certainly there is no evidence 
that Cardinal Pacelli, the Papal Secre- 
tary of State, is of this opinion, and the 
renewed rumours of his impending 
resignation, which are now being 
attributed to this cause, should be re- 
ceived with the utmost caution.

At Rouen he will be met by the civil 
and ecclesiastical authorities, and a de- 
tachment of infantry will form a guard of 
honour. To-morrow evening His Eminence 
is being entertained at a dinner, at which 
representatives of the State and of the 
municipality will be present.

COUNTRY. 


BEEF, BUTTER AND BAD 
MILK. 


By Our Spectat REPRESENTATIVE. 


é er rain, which falls alike upon the 
just and the unjust, fell with the 
same admirable impartiality upon members 
of all parties as they entered Leinster 
House yesterday. It was the most en- 
thusiastic downpour that had been 
experienced for some time. 

Now, rain is a matter that affects the 
farmer very seriously. Sometimes he goes 
so far as to pray for it, though he very 
seldom has to go to this extreme in 
Ireland. It was to be expected that, in 
the course of a sitting which was devoted 
wholly to the farmer and his grievances 
(with the exception of a brief interlude at 
the outset on behalf of distressed book- 
makers), some reference would be made to 
the downpour. 

One would have thought that some 
champion of the husbandman would have 
arisen and proclaimed that this sort of 
thing was going to make things even 
harder for the farmer. He would have 
been eloquent about flooded farms and 
drowned crops. 


RAIN IGNORED. 


Whereupon, possibly, some supporter of 
the Government would have got up and 
declared that the deluge of the moment 
was all that was necded to make the 
mangel-wurzel blossom like the rose, or 
words to that effect. 

The Minister for Agriculture might then 
have arisen and proved conclusively that 
the rain had no more effect on the farms 
at this time than the proverbial ‘‘ Tinker’s 
Curse.”’ 

It gave one a sense of wasted opportuni- 
ties to find that nobody thought the rain 
worth mentioning. Of course, it could 
not very well be blamed on the Govern- 
ment, but one expected that the more 
adroit parliamentarians on the Opposition 
benches could have made some capital 
out of it. It is only a few weeks 
since Mr. Lemas used the Irish 
climate to point the moral and adorn the 
tale when criticising the Government’s 
Tourist Traffic Bill. 


CYNICAL. 


The only reference to the weather was 
made by a deputy who was taking a 
‘‘breather’’ on the steps of Leinster 
House. Gazing at the persistent down- 
pour, he remarked: '“' Well, thank Heaven, 
the summer is here! ” 

Nobody, of course, would have expected 
Doctor Ryan, the Minister for Agriculture 
in Fianna Fail’s “ shadow Cabinet,’’ to 
have turned the rain to base advantage ; 
he is not that sort of antagonist. 

In any case, he did not require such 
extraneous aid. In a speech which— 
counting the previous night’s portion— 
almost rivalled the two and a-half hours’ 
oration of the Minister for Defence, he set 
forth the Opposition arguments with a 
staggering wealth of detail. It is a pity 
that the majority of the Ministers would 
not try to emulate his distinct utterance 
and clear sentences. 


DOCTOR AND FARMER. TOO. 


The dual réle of physician and farmer 
filled by the doctor was strikingly shown 
by his plea for new methods in the fight 
against tuberculosis. He believed that 
the Minister could do much to ensure clean 
milk by changing the existing regulations 
regarding bovine tuberculosis, and advo- 
cated the adoption of the Canadian 
Government scheme, in which the only 
expense incurred by the State is the pro- 
vision of free inspection and free vaccine. 

In the ensuing debate there was much 
about pigs (beginning with pigs that were 
tubercular owing to the milk used in feed- 
ing them) and butter (which was naturally 
suggested by all the talk about milk). 
The House gathered that both the bacon 
industry and the butter industry were in 
jeopardy. 

On behalf cf the Labour Party, Mr. 
Davin came along with a definite proposal 
for a central marketing organisation to 
save the butter industry. Apparently, 
nobody was able to think out any means 
of salvation for the pigs. 


BETTER WAYS WITH 
BUTTER. 


The idea of a central organisation for the 
marketing of butter met with general 
approval, and possibly was responsible 
for the brain wave to which Mr. Aiken 
egg the House on behalf of Fianna 

ail. 

His suggestion was nothing more 
or less than that it would be a good 
national policy to employ ‘‘ idle people ”’ 
on the land, and give them, if necessary, 
two million pounds to enable them to 
produce the wheat required for the country, 
“and thus save the six or seven million 
pounds that went to the foreigner.’’ 

When the Minister for Agriculture rose 
to conclude the debate at twenty minutes 
past nine the House filled up rapidly. 
Those who hurried in to listen to the 
usual fighting speech in the best Cyrano 
vein were not disappointed. 


EDGED TOOLS. 


Standing in an attitude of the utmost 
ease, hands thrust into trousers pockets, 
thin, pale face, impassive save for that 
faint quizzical smile which it always wears 
on such occasions, Mr. Hogan dealt swiftly 
and ruthlessly with all the arguments that 
had been marshalled against him. 

There were many biting phrases, of 
which the best probably was: ‘‘ Statistics 
have done more ban to the party opposite 
than seditious literature.” “'To encourage 
wheat-growing in this country at a cost 
of £3,000,000 a year is the only construc- 
tive policy emerging from the Opposition 
during the debate.” 

Defending his policy of buying out the 
creameries, he said: “I intend to go 
ahead, and buy the remaining creameries 
if I can.” 


“SELF-HELP.” 


As regards the | ages for combined 
marketing, it would be impossible for the 
Department of Agriculture to market the 
butter. It was essentially a business and 
commercial transaction, and the creameries 
must do it themselves. 

Mr. Hogan concluded with a few pithy 
words about self-help in the best vein of 
the late lamented Samuel Smiles, and the 
Opposition motion to refer back the vote 
was rejected by sixty-six votes to forty- 
eight. 

AAs a foot-note to the day’s proceedings. 
the Minister was absent-mindedly walking 
into the wrong division lobby, when á 
friendly hand called him back to reality 
and brought him back to the fold.

ALL ARRANGEMENTS 
COMPLETED. 


DETECTIVES TO GUARD 
COUNTERFOILS. 


Ww SAS the mixing of the counterfoils 
begins in the Supper Room of the 
Dublin Mansion House to-day, the first 
stage in the drawing of Ia for the great 
Derby sweepstake will have been reached. 
With a prize fund estimated at £1,850,000, 
there will be {igre 6,500,000 
counterfoils, with the names of people in 
all parts of the world on them, to be mixed 
thoroughly before being placed in the 
big drum. 

The countertoils, packed in the deed 
boxes in which they have rested safe and 
secure in the strong room at Earlsfort 
terrace, will be taken down in a fleet of 
lorries under escort before 9 o'clock this 
morning, to the Mansion House. Ihe 
mixing will be under the personal super- 
vision of Mr. S. Freeman. It will be 
carried out by 100 picked girls at five 
tables. In the two previous sweepstakes 
this mixing of the counterfoils has proved 
very satisfactory. Subsequent investiga- 
tions have shown that the proportion of 
prizes corresponded almost exactly to the 
number of tickets sold in every series. 


SEALING THE DRUM. 


——— 


After the mixing this evening, the 
majority of the counterfoils will be placed 
in the drum, the twenty doors of which 
will then be sealed by the Government 
auditors. The remaining counterfoils, 
which will be placed in the drum by the 
corps of nurses who will make the draw 
to-morrow morning, will be packed over- 
night in sealed bags and placed on the 
stage beside the counterfoil drum. A 
guard of detectives will remain on duty 
all through the night, with reliefs, until 
the proceedings begin to-morrow morning. 

On every night, while the draw lasts, 
detectives will be on duty in the Round 
Room of the Mansion House to see that 
there is no tampering with the drum. 
At the conclusion of the draw every day 
the twenty doors of the drum will be 
sealed. 

All the arrangements for the drawing, 
which will last four days, have now 
concluded. 


PROPOSAL FOR FUTURE 
SWEEPSTAKES. 


- — 


PART OF PRIZE-MONEY TO 
BE PAID IN KIND. 

In the scheme for the sweepstake on the 
Manchester November Handicap, which 
will come before a special meeting of the 
Hospitals’ Committee on Monday next, 
a novel departure will be suggested 
in the payment of the prizes. It is pro- 
posed that 5 per cent. of all the prizes, 
from the highest to the smallest, shall be 
paid in kind in goods of Irish ‘manu- 
facture only, and that it will be compul- 
sory on prize-winners to comply with this 
condition. 

The purpose of the innovation is, of 
_course, to help Irish industries. The 
intention also is that it shall act as a 
good advertisement for Irish goods; for 
only goods of a meritorious standard of 
excellence will be included in the cata- 
logue, which will be sent to every prize- 
winner, and from which he will be able 
to choose whatever articles of Irish manu 
facture he wishes to the value of the 
5 per cent. of his prize. 

It is further understood that refusal to 
comply with this condition may mean 
forfeiture of the 5 per cent., and it will 
be included in the percentages allocated 
to the hospitals participating. 

An Irish Times representative has the 
authority of Mr. Joseph McGrath, the 
Director of Hospitals’ Trust, the pro- 
moters of the sweepstakes, for stating that 
it is the intention of the promoters, if 
the Hospitals’ Committee and the Minister 
for Justice consent, to make a condition 
of this kind in the scheme for the distribu- 
tion of the prize money in the next sweep- 
stake on the -Manchester November 
Handicap. 

Further, 
the prize money in units of £100,000 will 
be substantially the same as in the present 
sweepstake, with minor and unimportant 
alterations. 

Mr. McGrath added that the method of 
procedure in the application of this new 
scheme had not yet been settled. 


MINISTER'S SANCTION 
NECESSARY. 

When the proposal for holding sweep- 
stakes in aid of the Free State charitable 
hospitals first came before President 
Cosgrave for his consideration he was 
anxious that a scheme for the payment 
of a percentage of the prizes in goods of 
Irish manufacture should be devised. It 
was then pointed out to him that such 
a scheme would be impracticable and un- 
workable, and consequently it was dropped. 
Now, however, such a scheme, instigated, 
it is understood, by members of the 
Government, has been devised. 

The sanction of the Minister for Justice 
will be sought if the Hospitals’ Committee 
pass it at their next meeting. The 
Hospitals’ Trust hope on this occasion 
to organise a sweepstake which will exceed 
in the amount of the prize fund the 
present sweepstake. More than five 
months will be available for the organisa- 
tion of the sweepstake, as against two 
months allowed for the organisation of 
the sweepstake on the Derby. The plans 
are on a very much greater scale than in 
any of the previous sweepstakes, and it 
is expected that the prize fund will total 
not less than £2,000,000. 

If this new scheme had been included 
in the present sweepstake it would mean 
that a sum of approximately £92,500 
(5 per cent. of the estimated prize fund 
of £1,850,000) would go to various Irish 


industries in the. purchase of goods. 


SIR THOMAS INSKIP 
ON PROTECTION. 


“UNAVOIDABLE IF 
COUNTRY IS TO SURVIVE.” 


Sir Thcmas Inskip, M.P., speaking at 
Haverfordwest scghdedie, said that protection 
was am unavoidable policy for this country if 
it was going to survive. Wages in the 
sheltered industries—those industries in which 
the foreigner could not compete—were double 
what they were in 1914, while in the un- 
sheltered industries they were sixty per cent.

CONFIDENCE MAJORITY OF 57. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Thursday. 


It was M. Franklin Bouillon who led 
the attack in the Chamber to-day against 
the Government's foreign policy. He 
declared that M. Briand had failed at 
Geneva. He had not fully carried out the 
mission on which the nation had sent him, 
that of combating the Anschluss. He had 
failed by plac:.g the question on an 
economic instead of on a politica] plane. 
Then there was Mr. Henderson's election 
as President of the Disarmament Con- 
ference. That was not to M. Bouillon s 
taste. He would have preferred M. 
Benes. M. Briand had lacked initiative 

Finally, M. Bouillon changing the 
ground of his attack to that of internal 
politics, declared that since the Presi- 
dential election M. Briand had become an 
avowed leader of the Left Cartel and chief 
of the Opposition. 

The reference was to the recent Left 
members’ campaign in 
Briand’s not going out of office. 

When M. Bouillon began to throw 
stones at certain members of the Govern- 
ment for voting against M. Briand at 
Versailles, the Premier, M. Laval, sprang 
to his feet with the sharp rejoinder that 
such dissection of the vote of the National 
Assembly was disrespectful to the new 
President of the Republic. 


DRAGGED IN THE MUD. 


M. Briand then rose to reply. ‘Among 
the speaker’s assertions one is true,” he 
began calmly. ‘‘I was not elected Presi- 
dent of the Republic. My consolation is 
that the new President is a good French- 
man profoundly attached to Republican 
institution.”’ 

M. Briand said he bore no rancour over 
his defeat at Versailles. He had not 
wanted to quit the Government. He had 
simply put it to his colleagues that if 
they thought he had been lowered morally 
another man would be better qualified to 
take his place at the Quai D’Orsay. The 
entire Government had replied: ‘* You 
have not been lowered, stay at your post.’’ 

‘‘For months I have been the object of 
violent attacks,’’ M. Briand continued. 
““I have been dragged in the mud, but 
from other quarters I have received 
encouragement, particularly from ex- 
Service men’s associations. They have 
given me the necessary courage not to 
reply to the attacks, and I have remained 
at my post. 


INSULTED HIS COLLEAGUES. 


“ M. Bouillon had gravely insulted a 
large number of his colleagues in pretend- 
ing that they had taken advantage of the 


secret ballot at Versailles to turn the 
poisoned dagger ‘on the policy they had

: RIGHTS OF FRANCE. 


The Foreign Minister added: “ Never 
were the rights of France abandoned. 
Never was I surrounded at Geneva by an 
atmosphere of such great cordiality and 
sympathy. With Italy our collaboration 
was as cordial and as close as possible. 
Italy supported the French point of view 
every time, and our relations with Italy 
are evolving towards complete agreement. 
I have the firm conviction that all difficul- 
ties will be removed. After six years of 
worry and anxiety I am not trying to cling 
to my post, but I never felt that my efforts 
for peace have been in contradiction with 
the deep sentiments of the country. Í 
cannot be charged with having sacrificed 
the national security.’’ 

M. Briand was loudly cheered as he left 


the Tribune. 
A DIFFERENCE OF METHOD. 


M. Franklin Bouillon said he differed 
from M. Briand, not on policy of peace, 
but on the method of attaining it. 

The evacua- 
tion of the Khineland! Is the method in 
conformity with the Treaties? France re- 
maining alone in the Rhineland, aban- 
doned by all her Allies. That is your 
method.”

M. Bouillon added: ‘‘ You’ have 
promised us here a loan of 150,000,000 
sterling.’’

He said that he was in entire 
agreement with M. Briand, but assured 
the House of the Government’s determina- 
tion energetically to carry on its foreign 
policy, which was a policy of peace, but 
also security. Turning to the Right and 
Centre, M. Laval explained: ''Now you 
know what Is your duty. You have heard 
the speakers on the other side of the House. 
The Government may fall to-night. I ask 
you simply to think of the effect of your 
vote. The Government rejects the Radical 
motion and makes the vote a question of 
confidence.”’ 

The result of the vote, which was greeted 
with loud Right and Centre cheers, is a 
significant victory for M. Briand and the 
Premier.

INTERNATIONAL 
TRADE. 


The Times to-day, in a leading article 
on flag discrimination, says :—For the last 
three-quarters of a century the world has 
been almost entirely free from any flag 
discrimination in international trade. To- 
day Portugal is in the undignified position 
of being practically the only country in 
which it is still practised. Portuguese 
vessels are free to enter British ports on 
the same terms as our own ships or those 
of any other nation, but British and other 
non-Portuguese vessels Calling at Portu- 
guese ports have to pay on their cargoes 
Customs duties far higher than those to 
which Portuguese vessels are subjecte‘. 
The’ inevitable consequence of the dis- 
criminatory duties is that trade—and 
particularly British trade—is prejudiced. 

Instead of sending their goods direct to 
Portugal in British bottoms, our exporters 
and manufacturers have to incur the -xtra 
cost and loss of time necessitated by 
shipping them to continental ports. to 
be picked, up. by Portuguese. vessels,, or, 
alternatively, they have to convey them 
to London instead of tv the nearest home 
port, and wait till ,Portuguese transport 
igs available. 

RETALIATION POSSIBLE. 

It would be a simple matter for other 
countries to follow suit and to handicap 
Portuguese ships in foreign’ ports by 
adopting Portuguese methods, thereby 
depriving them of the artificial advantages 
which they now enjoy; bur retaliation, 
unless there is no escape from it, is a cut- 
throat policy to which no country would 
willingly resort, and, because of the 
centuries-old friendship between Great 
Britain and Portugal, there is certainly 
no wish in this country to do anything 
that could possibly injure Portuguese 
trade and shipping. 

On the other hand, the wording of the 
resolutions passed by the governing 
bodies of British commerce and shipping 
makes it abundantly plain that they are 
in earnest, and that, in this matter of 
discrimination, it is time for Portugal— 
out: of consideration for her own dignity 
and credit, if for no other reason—to fall 
into step with the rest of the world.

A 40-YEAR CONVERSION 
— LOAN.

MELBOURNE, Thursday. 

The scheme for a forty-year loan for 
the conversion of Australia’s internal] debt, 
as embodied in the report of the Under- 
Treasurer’s Committee, has been tenta- 
tively adopted by the Conference of 
Federal and State Premiers. 

Discussing the plan, Mr. Scullin, the 
Federal Prime Minister, said: “' We have 
been told that financial institutions hold- 
ing practically half the bonds are willing 
to convert. Provided that all sections 
share equitably in the sacrifice, I consider 
the scheme holds out the greatest hope.”’ 

The plan provides that the new stock 
shall bear 4 per cent. interest, and that 
an additional flat rate income tax of 25 
per cent. shall be levied on securities that 
are not converted. 

The reduction of interest would be 
applicable. to all . (internal) securities, 
subject to certain reservations regarding 
tax-free stocks and interminable -tock.
